■ ropes, to its topmost peak. In years gone by, 
many lives have been lost in attempting to 
scale its snow-clatl sides. Once, a bflauti- 
In! yomia; Fn{;!isli lady, a bride of a fow 
liours, luiKsed lier footinr; mid fell iuto an 
immeiiso crevice mi tlio Bide nf tlic jrreat 
. mountain, ller body -^vas never fouiul, fur 
:tho pit wart fathomloss. A maniac, on an- 
other oc«'asion, is said to have leaped from 
one nf its lefty peaks, anli. disappeared in the 
yawning abyss belo-w. 'Lately a most shock- 

" ing accideii^s^y;whioh three English gcntlo- 
moo' have lost their lives has, occurred. A 
correspondent \vrite8 the lone/on Times the 

' 'particulars from'Cormayeur, a Village situa- 
ted at the foot of the mountain : 

"On Wednesday, tlic 15th of Au£;ii«t 
insl.. three English' travellers— viz., Mr. J 
M. Rochester, and Mr. F. Vavasspnr, boib 
of Cardiff, and Mr. B. Fuller, of London, 
left the ifontanvort. near Cliruiionny. at n 
o'clock in the morning, with int»iition of 
crossing the Col dii C.'eant for Corrnayenr, 
attended by three yuiilos, of whimi Freili^rit; 
Tairraz, the brother of the well known .lean 
Tairraz, who keeps the Hotel do Mont Blanc 
at Aostn, was the chief ; « porter carrying 
their knapsacks The weather seemed fa- 
•vorable. Some time, however. Ijifore lliey 
reached the snrnmil, a ttiiek tog came on 
acconipanied by a .storm oi hail and rain. 

The travellers were e.vtremely fatigued by 
the long ascent, rendered more dilHcult by 
a recent fall of snow, i.nto whii;h they sank 
up to their knees. This, and tbo state of 
the weather, caused ihegnidesto nrgeiliein 
to inrii back. They, however, refnicd lo 
comply with this advice, allegin:! that they 

' were too tired to return, and preferred pfo- 
•coeding. At about 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon they reached ihe^ummit. The'ti-avel- 
ers had been t cd tof>e!l)er by a new rope, of 
sulfieient strermth, at intervals of JO feel; 
two ynides held the ends of the rope iwisled 

■ -round their handp, one proeeiting ilie party, 
the other following, while Tairraz walked] 
•with the travelers, grasping the rone ffom 
«time to time. ' In this oianneriibey descend- 
ed for a considerable distance without any 
accident.s, the guides continually nrt,'in3 the 
travelers lo plant their heels (irmly in the 
snow, and to walk as steadily as they v.ero 
able, 

" About si.\ o'clock they reached a place 
where it is nece-isary to traverse a sleep pro- 
jectiii',' riJ;;o by a mudJy and slippery path, 
the dosoeiii of which was, however, gradual. 
This path was then covered by fresh iiiid 
sloppv snow to the depth of aliout a (ont. 
The tired travelers were advancing on 'this 
path with unsteady steps, when all at once, 
at the vety angle of the ridge, one of them 
slipped, fell, .and dra-cod with him his two 
compaiiions. with the tliteo lm) ides, over a 
stoep and ioufi slope of snow, Tlio two 
guides at tho ends of the rope made every 
effort in their power to arrest tlieir proyi.'s^, 
but in vain ; and seemt,' that ihoy were all 
.upon tho point of beirifj laiiiicliea. Dver the 
p'recipieo, they let ^o tlie rope, forced their 
Jiaiiils and feet into tbo snow, and stopped 
lliomsiilves by a miraolo at the very verf^o 
xif an abyss, into which their iinl'ortniiati! 
<5oinp'2nioiiK worn immediately pliiiif;i'd. 
'J'hoy made their way to the foot uf the pie- 
.oipicn, where tbey found three bodies in 
such u aad oontlUion M tpjeave no doubt of 
tliH tate of the fourth, and then hastened 
Jowu to Cormayour wliere they arrived soon 
,' after 8 o'clock. 

■" Tho foregoing is the aixoiml given by 
M, Curie, (be Vaudois piuic^u- of this pJac*i, 
and aliaost in his own words. The only 
point that aeeias io cull for cxpiunstioti is 



the fact of the travelers being tied together 
bv a rope, for which there is no need on 
this side of the Col ; but. as Tairraz was a 
most experienced guide, we must believe 
that he saw good reason for using it on this 
occasion. The result was most disastrous. 
The weather, no doubt, had , been , bad for 
many davs, and much snow had fallen ; but 
this did not prevent other parties passing 
the Col in salety by the very same^ route ; 
and on the morning of tho day on which this 
lamentable accident occurred a party of si.v 
(including two ladies), of whom the M. 
Curie mentioned above was one, ascended 
the Col from Cormayeur, and returned here 
uninjured.'' 

"Walker's Madneaa and Folly—Reported 

Complicity between Louia Napoleon 

and Himself, 

A strange story has been started. It is no 
less than that Walker confidentially com- 
municated his reliance on Louis Napoleon 
for assistance, in case- ha ronohed the into 
rior of Nicaragu'a'safely.'f It' purpMtB to be 
!i statement from Walker himself to the 
editor ot the Montgomery (Ala.) Mail, and is 
thus detailed : 

Gen. Walker had very full, if not unro 
served, conversations with Col. Joel Riggs 
and the senior editor of this paper, both in 
thi.s office and that of the Southern Insurance 
Company, of which Col. It. is the Secretary 
In those conversations (which in the main 
were of the same tenor as those held durin 
a previous visit) he made one or two state- 
ments, in regard to which lie imposed an 
obligation of secrecy, only so far as it should 
be necessary to protect his enterprise. That 
at an end, there js no reason why we should 
not publish these statements, as showing, in 
part at least, on what Gon.^VVBlUer relied. 

To both Col. Riags and ourself, General 
Walker fitatod (in conversations held during 
both vwils, bill with nuist emphasis, and 
particularly during the last.) tha' he hiid as- 
siiranoes of assistance fro;n the French gov- 
ernment, if he .should be able to regain con- 
trol of Xiearagua. lie alleged that there 
was a perfect iiiiderstandiiig between that 
govornnieiit and himselt, that if he would 
establish the insiiiution of slavery, by iaw, 
in Nicaragua, the French ^roveniinent would 
see that the French commeK-ial marine 
should bring to Nic-ragua as >many slaves 
from Africa as could be profitably carried 
tliere. He c.vpres.^ed to lis the utmost con- 
fiile'ice in this arrariL'oinent, ami to Col. 
Kim_'s' ([ueslion, '■ If the Fmperor of tlie 
French hail himself signitiod his approval of 
the anangoinuiit !'' he answered distinctly, 
•• Yes, tlie Emperor himself has been ap- 
pi oarli.'d,and 1 have guarantees ''—of wonls 
precisely tantamount. Iledid not, of course, 
nulicaie the channel through which the ar- 
rangement had been made ; but thai he 
platwl absolute faith in it was obvious to 
any one who knew him. Wo believe that 
he adiled lo us that there weto details of the 
arrangement which it wiis needless and 
would be improper to mention. 

The General at the same lime infor.tned 
us that he had been for soire weeks seiidirn; 
men down .-ingly or in pairs to Rualan, 
which, he said, was only lorty-five miles 
from the coast of Honduras; that his ayeiil 
ihero was an old Alabama river boatman, of 
inlelligeiiee, who kept public sentiment all 
ri'dii in Riiatan, and himself advised; that 
he tiad paiil out all the funds he cnuld raise 
in Rnatati passages ; was here lo obtain 
S4,0(,i(l which had been paitially prnmi.sed 
him, with which and 100 or UUO men, and 
tho arms of the Susan, (all at Ruatan in good 
order,) ho could go over to Honduras and 
work bis way into Nicaragua, where ho 
hiipeil to gel control of tlie transit route, and 
receive aec"ssio.;s at both ends. He as- 
sureil us iliat he h id so mar.ylrionds in Ni- 
caragua among the natives tbalasmali white 
foicij only would bo oiecostarj. .

Trades' License Act 

To-morrow, according to the Trades' 
Lirense Aot, everybody ^interested will be 
expected to take but licenses, and send in a 
Btatement of the amount of business done. 
It would appear, however, from the legi.sia- 
live report of Tuesday, that the time fixed 
'by the Act within which opplicalions for 
licenses may be made, or statements given 
to the Treasurer, will not be tigiiiiy en- 
forced ; and we think very properly too. 
The lime allowed since the publication ol 
the law has been loo short to admit of 
business men summing up their transactions 
fotthelpast three months. We presume, 
therefore, there need be no alarm if a little 
longer time 8li6uld:b"e' taken than required 
by the Act. 

In order to bring the matter more promi- 
nervtiy before the, public, we give the fol- 
lowing abstract of the' Trades' License Act, 
as Wt> understand it: 1. There is an annual 
license imposed on the following professiuiis, 
payable from the first of July last: liar- 
risters and Attorneys, £lO ; Auctionfurn, 
£10; Estate Agents, jCIO (Real Estate 
Agents, we presunne, is meant, or eNo it 
will include all the Agents of the lludsuii 
Bay Company, P. S. Comjiany, Nanaimo 
Coal Company, and all persons who may be 
looking after the properly ot absent or de- 
cBHsed persons, as they are not excepted m 
Art. 4 ;) Bankers, XiU ; Billiard Tables, £5 
each ; Bowling Alleys,£2 10 each. " Each 
person," or partner, is liable to pay license 
r-" hilliard tables and bowling alleys. Con- 
sequently the license will De one-uoii i^.. 
where only one person is doing business, 
than where there are two partners in the 
same establishment. Whether such was 
(he intention of the Legislature, we cannot 
say ; but it evidently is the way in which 
the Act reads. 

2. Section 3 makes it incumbent on cer- 
tain persons to submit to the Treasurer a 
statement of the amount of money received 
during the three raontba ending on Novem- 
ber 9lb, and the amount of baiter transac- 
tions within the same period. The law is 
not orear whether negotiable paper, or prom- 
issory notes, wouW be included in the gross 
amount of returns. In the act certain busi- 
nesses are named which have not yet been 
established in the colony ; we therefore, in 
the following, only give the names of tiiuso 
trades which we know are doing Inisinu's 
bore. They are a.s follows: Apotliecanc", 
Brewers, Brokers, Brick-makers, HuiUicis, 
Carpenters, Carriers, (Truckmen, hund- 
carteis, expressmen, and lighter-men, we j 
presume are included under this head,) Cat- j 
tie or Sheep salesmen. Coach proprieior,", ' 
Cow-keepers, (milk-men?) Lime-bt»rner8, 
Livery Sinblo keepers, jMarket-gardeners, 
Millers, Printers, Sliip-owners^ Shipwright*, 
Vi«tualler8,(hoteU, restaurants, bum-boalers, 
all who supply provisions,) Warehousemen, 
Wbarfingew, Scriveners, "receiving men's 
monies," etc., Macine Insurance Agents, all 
wholesale 'and retail dealers in merchandize 
and exchange, Commission Metohanls, and 
Agents, or Factors, who buy, selVhire oriel. 

Farmers, graziers, laborers, journeymen, 
nhareholders in companies, ate not required 
to raake any returns. Clerks are not except- 
ed by name ; but we presume sucii was the 
intention of the Legislalurn. Wholesale iiiul 
retail liquor ilealers are not reouired to make 
any return of the s:jle&()f liquors. 

Within »even days alter the retutna are 
received, the I reasurcr makes «Ut a liat and 
gives it to the Assessor* They then have 
fourteen days to assess tha tax and furnish 
every. Iax<payer with nolioe of ameunt ; 
and Uia assessment roll has In be published 
within seven days after it is oompletod. In 
pase any one should be taxed too much or 
too little, be may.uppeal to a. Court of Uovi- 
sion..

Th0 Theatre Rlotera. 

At 10 o'clock yesterday morning, the Po- 
lice Court was densely crowded by people, 
to witness the examination of tlie men ac- 
oused of rioting at the Colonial Theatre on 
Saturday night last. The parlies in the 
dtfolc wore: John Wolfe and James Thomp- 
son, whites ; and James Stephens, Adolph 
Richards, James Anderson, and George 
Washington, colored. 

J F MoCreifjht, Esq., ftppearod tor the 
prosecution, and D. B. Ring, Esq., for the 

'^^L^F^Boatty, sworn— Am iioling-maiiager 
'of the Colonial Theatre ; was tol.l on Satur- 
day eveniim that the colored people were 
■cotninc prepared to take the theatre; 80on 
after heard a great noise m the parquette ; 
went there and found two 'colored .men ir, 
the parquette and a great confusion existing ; 
told Anderson to go out; he held up a 
-ticket and said " I hav. a tic-.ket ; tok him 
ithis matter would be settled elsewhere; 
while I was talking to him another negro 
started to come in at the door ; I seized him 
and forced him into the alley, when one of 
the negroes on the outside struck me « itli a 
■club - gayo Anderson in cliiuge for hemg 
enoaced in the riot; gave orders that a col- 
ored man named Charles Chinopin, only 
should be admitted; he is a Beiiyalee, not 
an African; as the confusion incieaset , 1 
saw Anderson with a weapon in Ins hand- 
either a billet of wood or -something like a 
revolver. There were some white men 
-around him and a fight was going on ; the 
•door was again forced open and quite a 
•number of colored persons entered; they 
were all armed with clubs and other weap- 
ons ; one at their head— whom I now, recog- 
nize as Adolph Richards, one of the prison- 
era I addressed him " You're doing wrong. 
'One ot the negroes said, " You white son of 
'•a b— h are we?" Three of them struck at 
me, and one hit mo. The blow knocked me 
back, and the same man threw tlie ticket- 
box at mo ; then saw Anderson with a chair 
strikin" promiscuously aronnd him; 1 then 
L'ot onlhe stage ; gave Anderson, Washing- 
ton, and Richards in charge ot the police ; 
positively identify them as rioters. 
'Richards was one of the first to break in the 
door after the fight commenced ; had given 
■orders to the treasurer .not to sell any tick- 
ets to a colored man for the parquette. 1 
took it as a precautionary measure to prevent 
a riot ; it was one of my orders that no 
'tickets'should be sold to colored person.s for 
•tho.parquelte; the'tioket Anderson had was 
aparqu«»e -ticket:; saw revolvers therein 
the hands of some men— whether culored'or 
white, could not -say. At.first colored peo- 
pie were.allawed in any part of the theatre; 
'bUfupDn tliaapprobiltion being e.vpresseU by 
the audience, 1 set asid« 2 seats for the col- 
■ored folks ; gave notice of the fait in the 
'bills; on ihe night of the ridl'there was no 
■such ndtice in the bills. 

B. S. Mortimer, sworn— Am one of the 
company at the the-atre:; was told in the 
afternoon that there wo«ld bo a-riot-in the 
evening, as the cdlorcd people were cominR 
•lo lake the house ; thore has never been, 
with the sanction of our company, coloreit 
people admitted into the parquette ; at their 

• request, a portion of the house was fitted up 
for them : don't think that there has ever 
been one colored person there; sow the 

.riot; the first blow ..*irudk was by Aiu!er,..on; 

rafter that the row commenced; saw either 

a slung-shot or a billy in the hands of one of 
the rioters ; Mr. deCourcy said to Richards, 
CO out ;" Richards said, " don't you go out 
— I wont -n out." Mr. deCourcy said, " be 
quiet, or I'll make you go put.'^ Richards 

•then " dried up." , ^ 

Dr. J James, sworn— Was at the thodtro 

•on Saturday nidil; I was t.dd a rial was 
expected ; the door was burst open, ami 
was knocked oft my seat; -the negroes ha.l 
large clubs in their hands; have seen a 
ncnro, pelted with ecss in the parquette five 

• ortJix weeks ago: think it wa.s one of the 
prisoners.; -ihiifk there were two hundred 

'neROOsin.thcthealre and luourid it: about 
:a dozen negroes .inside ; saw three pistols 
drawn by colored men ; heard a negio say, 

"shoot "the sons of the pistols 

were drawn out-ide the door ; all the negroes 
nside the theatre had sticks ; mo,n of us 
wore knocked down ; Wolfe did not leave 
ithe door .until he was knocked down, anu 
\when he .fell, the rush was made, and wo 
•were also iknooked down ; did not see a 
-white man have a stick ; the (igliling lasted 
about ten minutes; saw Anderson with a 
•chair; camph.no lamps were'thrown about ; 
a tin can was thrown at us, i^rid .-x chair 
■beaterf to pieces over our heads :nui 
Bhou'ders; the theatre was set on fire in two 
places : saw no tickets in the harids of the 
two colored men who first came iii ; heard 
.nothing said about one; when Anderson 
and Washington came in they struck every 

• one within reach; I was knocked dowrj by 
'Washington ; saw colored men struck in 
self-defence by white men. 

Nicholas Bailey, sworn- Went to the the- 
atre on Saturday night, at 20 minutes past 
seven o'clock. Dr. James told me the nc- 
gtoeswore coming to kick up « row ; hatl 
no weapon of any kind ; wo had buen seal- 
ed there a few moments when Anderion and 
WoshiDgton fought their way into the door, 
■with sticks ever their heads ; just oulsido 
the door saw a number of other negroes with 
*ticks; when Washin«ton and Anderson 
came in, Johnny Wolfe tried to prevent 
•Ihom; soon after saw Wolfe lying on the 
floor; a second lot came in. and I roso to 
.protect Johnny Wolfe from being kicked as 
he lay : the firil thing I knew then I had a 
blow on the head ; Wolfe was knocked down 
ibeforo the second lot came in ; did not see 
.31 blow given ; eight or ten caiiio in with the 
eeoond Tot ; they soemod to bo all armed. 

Mr. MoCroight asked that the witnesses

Witness resumed- As soon as I was 
struck, 1 started for Dr. Trimble by the way 
of thii gallery ; 1 saw about 30 negroes out- 
side the door — eight or ten had sticks ; took 
no part in preventing the colored people 
from coming in; heard nothing said about a 
ticket. 

Thos. J. Cooper, sworn — "Was one of the 
doorkeepers at the theatre on the night of 
the riot; Washington and Anderson forced 
their way in ; Washington^atlruqtine j.yyolfe 
was knocked down, but did nbi see who did 
it; there were a large number of colored 
men in the ulloy-way : after the two haii got 
in, I closed the door; it was souis burst open 
by Richiirds, who came in and said, " keep 
your seats — we'll see to the white sons of 

b s." Richards then struck mo in the 

breast with a slung-shot ; the colored men 
olfercd nio no ticket — they said thev would 
come in ; when the two who came first tried 
to get in, Washington struck me with his 
fist. 

Thomas Stoddard, sworn— Was at the 
theatre on Saturday night; saw two men 
trying to prevent the colored men from com- 
ing in ; after they got' in", Wolfe Said, " Boys. 

[lUl. tliein out." 

Ur. Sweet, sworn — Am treasurer of the 
Colonial Theatre; issued iki tickets to my 
knowledge, on Saturday night for colored 
men to go into the parquette ; have never 
issued nnv parquette tickets to black men, to 
my knowfedgc : was very ciiroful not to sell 
any parquet to tickets to negroes on Saturday ; 
always watch the hand thrust in the hole for 
tickets for fear colored men may get par- 
quette tickets ; wo allow the steward of the 
Topnzo togo in ; he is dark, but doct* not be- 
long to the same class as these. 

John Wolfe, sworn- Am doorkeeper at 
the Colonial Theatre ; received instruction 
from the manager not to allow negnios to 
enter the parquette; had particular direc- 
tions to admit the steward of the Topaze. 
When the two colored men entered tliey of- 
fered mo no tickets ; they Knoekod niodown ; 
shortly after saw u great crowd coming in at 
the door ; they were nil armed with clubs. 
[The Ijalaiice of this witness's evidence was 
corroborative of other testimony.] 

J. S. Tiiwnsend, testified to the same as 
prcviuiis witness. 

Juilye Pembertoii then decided to dis- 
charge Jaines Thompson and John Wolfe 
(while), and James Stevens (colored), for 
lack of sufRcient evidence to convict. 

Adolph Richards, James Anderson and 
George Washington were each tield to bail 
in the sum of ^200, to appear and answer a 
charge of rioting ai the Court of Assizes, to 
be holden ne.\t Monda y.

A man named Patrick O'Donnell, rccent- 
Iv died in Detroit from the effects of a bite 
o'f a dog receiveil fuir months ago.

" For God's sake don't do that, you take my 
breath away," he would gasp out. There 
was a constant twitching of every limb, eyes 
starting as if to leap from their sockets, or 
clasping or clulchiiifi of the hands, and -the 
like. When in Iho spasms ho conld scarce- 
ly be held. He would jump up and bite at 
everything near. The sight of fiuid occa- 
sioned a most fearful exhibition of perfect 
dread, and at no moment was the unhappy 
man at rest. When not in the spasms he 
was rational and conversed. ^Early in the 
day he spoke of death as certain, and would 
call his mothei to him, embrace her and 
talk with her. His death we understand to 
have been hustencd by his physicians, in 
mercy to him, after all iina-iiiahle means 
had been taken to arrest the disease. Ho 
ofte:i, when his sutleriiigs were severest, 
begged ot those around him to shoot him, or 
kill him in any way to relieve him from 
misery.
